AN ACT Relating to the "Ski & Ride Washington" special |icense
pl ate; reenacting and anmendi ng RCW 46. 16. 313 and 46. 16. 316; addi ng new
sections to chapter 46.16 RCW and adding a new section to chapter
46. 04 RCW

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEQ SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:
NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 46.16 RCW

to read as follows:
(1) The legislature recognizes that the "Ski & R de Washi ngton"

license plate has been reviewed and approved by the special I|icense
pl ate revi ew board.

(2) The departnent shall issue a special |icense plate displaying
a synbol or artwork, approved by the special |icense plate review board

and the legislature, recognizing the Washington snowsports industry,
that nay be used in lieu of regular or personalized |icense plates for
motor vehicles required to display notor vehicle license plates,
excl udi ng vehicles regi stered under chapter 46.87 RCW upon terns and
condi tions established by the departnent.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 46.04 RCW
to read as foll ows:

"Ski & Ride Washington license plates"” neans |license plates issued
under section 1 of this act that display a synbol or artwork
recogni zing the efforts of the Washi ngton snowsports industry in this
state.

Sec. 3. RCW46.16.313 and 2004 ¢ 221 s 3, 2004 c 48 s 3, and 2004
c 35 s 3 are each reenacted and anended to read as foll ows:

(1) The departnent may establish a fee of no nore than forty
dollars for each type of special l|icense plates issued under RCW
46. 16. 301(1) (a), (b), or (c), as existing before anendnent by section
5, chapter 291, Laws of 1997, in an anount calculated to offset the
cost of production of the special |icense plates and the adm nistration
of this program This fee is in addition to all other fees required to
register and license the vehicle for which the plates have been
requested. Al such additional special license plate fees collected by
t he departnment shall be deposited in the state treasury and credited to
the notor vehicle fund.

(2) In addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
application and registration of a notor vehicle, the holder of a
collegiate license plate shall pay an initial fee of forty dollars.
The departnent shall deduct an anmpunt not to exceed twel ve dollars of
each fee collected under this subsection for admnistration and

col l ection expenses incurred by it. The remai ning proceeds shall be
remtted to the custody of the state treasurer wth a proper
identifying detailed report. The state treasurer shall credit the

funds to the appropriate collegiate Iicense plate fund as provided in
RCW 28B. 10. 890.

(3) In addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
renewal of a notor vehicle registration, the holder of a collegiate
license plate shall pay a fee of thirty dollars. The departnent shal
deduct an anmount not to exceed two dollars of each fee coll ected under
this subsection for adm nistration and col | ecti on expenses incurred by
it. The remaining proceeds shall be remtted to the custody of the
state treasurer with a proper identifying detailed report. The state
treasurer shall credit the funds to the appropriate collegiate |icense
pl ate fund as provided in RCW 28B. 10. 890.
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(4) In addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
application and registration of a notor vehicle, the holder of a
speci al baseball stadium license plate shall pay an initial fee of
forty dollars. The departnent shall deduct an anpbunt not to exceed
twelve dollars of each fee collected under this subsection for
adm ni stration and coll ection expenses incurred by it. The renaining
proceeds, mnus the cost of plate production, shall be distributed to
a county for the purpose of paying the principal and interest paynents
on bonds issued by the county to construct a baseball stadium as
defi ned in RCW  82. 14. 0485, i ncl udi ng reasonabl y necessary
preconstruction costs, while the taxes are being collected under RCW
82.14.360. After this date, the state treasurer shall credit the funds
to the state general fund.

(5 In addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
renewal of a notor vehicle registration, the holder of a special
basebal | stadiumlicense plate shall pay a fee of thirty dollars. The
departnent shall deduct an anmount not to exceed two dollars of each fee
collected under this subsection for admnistration and collection
expenses incurred by it. The remaining proceeds shall be distributed
to a county for the purpose of paying the principal and interest
paynents on bonds issued by the county to construct a basebal |l stadi um
as defined in RCW 82.14.0485, i ncluding reasonably necessary
preconstruction costs, while the taxes are being collected under RCW
82.14.360. After this date, the state treasurer shall credit the funds
to the state general fund.

(6) Effective with vehicle registrations due or to becone due on
January 1, 2005, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid
upon application and registration of a vehicle, the holder of a
professional fire fighters and paranedics |license plate shall pay an
initial fee of forty dollars. The departnent shall deduct an anount
not to exceed twelve dollars of each fee collected under this
subsection for adm nistration and coll ection expenses incurred by it.
The remaining proceeds nust be remtted to the custody of the state
treasurer with a proper identifying detailed report. Under RCW
46. 16. 755, the state treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the notor
vehi cl e account until the departnment determ nes that the state has been
rei nbursed for the cost of inplenenting the professional fire fighters
and paranedics license plates. Upon the determnation by the
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departnent that the state has been reinbursed, the treasurer shall
credit the proceeds to the Washington State Council of Fire Fighters
benevol ent fund established under RCW 46. 16. 30902.

(7) Effective with annual renewal s due or to becone due on January
1, 2006, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
renewal of a vehicle registration, the holder of a professional fire
fighters and paranedics |icense plate shall, upon application, pay a
fee of thirty dollars. The departnent shall deduct an amount not to
exceed two dollars of each fee collected under this subsection for
adm ni stration and coll ection expenses incurred by it. The renaining
proceeds must be remtted to the custody of the state treasurer with a
proper identifying detailed report. Under RCW 46. 16. 755, the state
treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the notor vehicle account until
the departnment determnes that the state has been reinbursed for the
cost of inplenenting the professional fire fighters and paranedics
special license plate. Upon the determ nation by the departnent that
the state has been reinbursed, the treasurer shall credit the proceeds
to the Washington State Council of Fire Fighters benevolent fund
est abl i shed under RCW 46. 16. 30902.

(8) Effective with vehicle registrations due or to beconme due on
Novenber 1, 2004, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid
upon application and registration of a vehicle, the holder of a
"Hel ping Kids Speak" |icense plate shall pay an initial fee of forty
dol |l ars. The departnent shall deduct an anpunt not to exceed twelve
dol l ars of each fee collected under this subsection for adm nistration
and col |l ection expenses incurred by it. The remaining proceeds nust be
remtted to the custody of the state treasurer wth a proper
identifying detailed report. Pursuant to RCW 46.16.755, the state
treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the notor vehicle account until
the departnment determnes that the state has been reinbursed for the
cost of inplenenting the "Hel ping Kids Speak" special |icense plate.
Upon the determnation by the departnent that the state has been
rei nbursed, the treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the "Hel ping
Ki ds Speak" account established under RCW 46. 16. 30904.

(9) Effective with annual renewals due or to becone due on Novenber
1, 2005, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
renewal of a vehicle registration, the holder of a "Hel ping Kids Speak"
license plate shall, upon application, pay a fee of thirty dollars.
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The departnment shall deduct an anmount not to exceed two dollars of each
fee collected under this subsection for adm nistration and coll ection
expenses incurred by it. The remaining proceeds nust be remtted to
the custody of the state treasurer with a proper identifying detailed
report. Pursuant to RCW 46.16. 755, the state treasurer shall credit
the proceeds to the notor vehicle account wuntil the departnent
determnes that the state has been reinbursed for the cost of
i npl ementing the "Hel ping Kids Speak"” special |icense plate. Upon the
determ nation by the departnent that the state has been rei nbursed, the
treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the "Hel pi ng Kids Speak" account
est abl i shed under RCW 46. 16. 30904.

(10) Effective with vehicle registrations due or to become due on
January 1, 2005, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid
upon application and registration of a vehicle, the holder of a "law
enforcenent nenorial" license plate shall pay an initial fee of forty
dollars. The departnent shall deduct an anmobunt not to exceed twelve
dol l ars of each fee collected under this subsection for adm nistration
and coll ection expenses incurred by it. The remaining proceeds shal
be remtted to the custody of the state treasurer with a proper
identifying detailed report. Pursuant to RCW 46.16.755, the state
treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the notor vehicle account until
the departnment determnes that the state has been reinbursed for the
cost of inplenmenting the law enforcenent nenorial special |icense
pl at e. Upon the determ nation by the departnent that the state has
been reinbursed, the treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the |aw
enforcenment nenorial account established under RCW 46. 16. 30906.

(11) Effective with annual renewals due or to becone due on January
1, 2006, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
renewal of a vehicle registration, the holder of a "law enforcenent
menorial"” |license plate shall, upon application, pay a fee of thirty
dol | ars. The departnent shall deduct an anpbunt not to exceed two
dol l ars of each fee collected under this subsection for adm nistration
and coll ection expenses incurred by it. The remaining proceeds shal
be remtted to the custody of the state treasurer with a proper
identifying detailed report. Pursuant to RCW 46.16.755, the state
treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the notor vehicle account until
the departnment determnes that the state has been reinbursed for the
cost of inplementing the law enforcenent nenorial special |icense
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pl at e. Upon the determ nation by the departnent that the state has
been reinbursed, the treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the |aw
enf orcenment nenorial account established under RCW 46. 16. 30906.

(12) Effective with vehicle registrations due or to becone due on
January 1, 2006, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid
upon application and reqgistration of a notor vehicle, the holder of a
"Ski & R de Washington" license plate shall pay an initial fee of forty
dollars. The departnent shall deduct an ampunt not to exceed twelve
dollars of each fee collected under this subsection for admi nistration
and collection expenses incurred by it. The renmmining proceeds nust be
remtted to the custody of the state treasurer wth a proper
identifying detailed report. Under RCW46.16.755, the state treasurer

shall <credit the proceeds to the notor vehicle account until the
departnent determ nes that the state has been rei nbursed for the cost
of inplenenting the "Ski & R de Washington" license plate. Upon

determ nation by the departnent that the state has been rei nbursed, the
treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the "Ski & Ride Washington"
account established under section 4 of this act.

(13) Effective with annual renewals due or to becone due on January
1, 2007, in addition to all fees and taxes required to be paid upon
renewal of a notor vehicle registration, the holder of a "Ski & R de
Washington" license plate shall, upon application, pay a fee of thirty
dol l ars. The departnent shall deduct an anpunt not to exceed two
dollars of each fee collected under this subsection for admnistration
and collection expenses incurred by it. The remaining proceeds nust be
remtted to the custody of the state treasurer wth a proper
identifying detailed report. Under RCW46.16.755, the state treasurer

shall <credit the proceeds to the notor vehicle account until the
departnent determ nes that the state has been rei nbursed for the cost
of inplenenting the "Ski & R de Washington" 1license plate. Upon

determ nation by the departnment that the state has been rei nbursed, the
treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the "Ski & R de Wishi ngton"
account established under section 4 of this act.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. A new section is added to chapter 46.16 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) The "Ski & Ride Washington" account is created in the custody
of the state treasurer. Upon the departnent's determ nation that the
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state had been reinbursed for the cost of inplenmenting the "Ski
Washi ngton" special license plate, all receipts, except as provided in
RCW 46. 16.313 (12) and (13), from "Ski & R de Washington" |I|icense
pl ates nust be deposited into the account. Only the director of the
departnment of Ilicensing or the director's designee may authorize
expenditures from the account. The account is subject to allotnent
procedures under chapter 43.883 RCW but an appropriation is not
required for expenditures.

(2) Funds in the account nust be di sbursed subject to the follow ng
conditions and limtations:

(a) For the purpose of this section, a "qualified nonprofit
organi zation" neans a not-for-profit corporation incorporated and of
tax exenpt status wunder section 501(c)(3) of the federal internal
revenue code. The organi zation mnust have been established for the
express purposes of educational and charitable activities as set forth
in 26 U S.C Sec. 501(c)(3).

(b) The qualified nonprofit organization nust neet all requirenents
set out in RCW46. 16. 765.

Sec. 5. RCW46.16.316 and 2004 c 223 s 4, 2004 c 221 s 5, 2004 c
48 s 5, and 2004 c 35 s 5 are each reenacted and anended to read as
fol |l ows:

Except as provided in RCW46. 16. 305:

(1) When a person who has been issued a special license plate or
plates: (a) Under RCW 46. 16. 30901, 46.16. 30903, 46.16. 30905, section
1 of this act, or 46.16.301 as it existed before anmendnent by section
5, chapter 291, Laws of 1997, or under RCW 46. 16. 305(2) or 46.16. 324,
or (b) approved by the special |icense plate review board under RCW
46. 16. 715 through 46.16.775 sells, trades, or otherw se transfers or
rel eases ownership of the vehicle upon which the special license plate
or plates have been displayed, he or she shall imediately report the
transfer of such plate or plates to an acquired vehicle or vehicle
eligible for such plates pursuant to departnental rule, or he or she
shall surrender such plates to the departnent imediately if such
surrender is required by departnmental rule. If a person applies for a
transfer of the plate or plates to another eligible vehicle, a transfer
fee of ten dollars shall be charged in addition to all other applicable
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fees. Such transfer fees shall be deposited in the notor vehicle fund.
Failure to surrender the plates when required is a traffic infraction.

(2) If the special license plate or plates issued by the departnent
beconme |ost, defaced, damaged, or destroyed, application for a
repl acenent special license plate or plates shall be nade and fees paid

as provided by law for the replacenent of regular |icense plates.
